LABOURERS’ COTTAGES AT 


BALDOYLE. 

Combined action by the tenants of eight 
labourers’ cottages at Baldoyle, who, after 
being notified of an increase in their rent 
of 6d. per week, bringing it toa ós. dd. 
per week, banded themselves together, as 
counsel said, under the auspices of the Town 
Tenants’ Association, and refused to pay 
any rent, was a feature of an interesting 
ejectment action opened before Mr. Reddin, 
D.J., at Kilmainham District Court yester- 


cay. 

The Howth Urban District Council sought 
of ejectment for overholding- against 
aldoyle, and seven other tenants 
of labourers’ cottages belonging to the 
Council. Previous to the 6d. increase last 
September, it was mentioned by Mr. Hector 
Hughes (instructed by Messrs. Hunter and 
Burland), whorepresented the Council, there 
had been an increase of 4d. a week in 1920. 

Mr. James Moore, Town Clerk of Howth, 
gave evidence that the defendant, Lough, 
held the cottage under agreement from the 
Council at a rent of 2s. 9d. a week, which 
he paid up to the Ist October, 1926, when 
he was served with a notice of the increase 
of the rent by 6d. a week to 3s. dd. He 
refused to pay after that, and now owed 
£5 18s. rent.

é“ TATTLE TICH’S ” POSTERS, 
Harry Relph, better known as “ Little 
Tich,’’ the music-hall comedian, successfully 
resisted a claim for £26 lls. 10d., made 
against. him by David Allen and Sons, 
theatrical printers, of London and Belfast, 
at Westminster County Court, London, yes- 
terday, 
The claim was in respect of the balance 
for 5,000 posters alleged to have been sup- 
plied on an order fiom the defendant, which 
he signed in 1912. 
In consequence of disclosures made during 
the case, which has been before the Court 
several times, the amount of the claim was 
reduced to £2 14s. 9d. | 
Judge Tobin, in, giving judgment for the 
defendant, with cóta, said that the claim, 
when the writ was issued, was for 
£26 11s. 10d., based on the suggestion that 
plaintiffs had printed 5,000 posters for 
'“ Little Tich.” 

‘To my amazement,” he went on, ‘“!] 
find that this firm of David Allen and Sons, 
which, I suppose, holds its head high, had 
not printed at the day of the writ 5,000 
posters, but, had printed a trifle over half— 
namely, 2,525, and they had the audacity, 
after they had issued the writ, to print 
2,475 more posters. That is a shocking 
thing to have done, and no one has heen 
called to explain why it was done. These 
facts were mentioned several weeks ago, and 
no attempt has been made to explain. them. 
[t creates a nasty, disagreeable. atmosphere, 
and they alone are to blame for it.” 

WORK ON “ SPEC."’ 

“ Another disagreeable thing,” went on 
the judge, “had come to light. The 
plaintiffs said that they acted as agent for 
‘Little Tich,’ printed upon his order, and 
credited him with the amounts received from 
various music-halls I find that in ninetee 
eases out of fifiy-four they have, far from 
selling at the agreed rates, sold at a higher 
price, thereby making a profit for them- 
selves; and they did not credit *‘ Little 
Tich’ with that profit. That was how the 
claim came to be reduced to £2 14s. 9d. only. 
Having regard to the action of David Allen 
and Sons in selling these goods at what J 
call excessive prices, which they put in their 
own pockets instead of crediting ‘ Little 
ich,’ I have no hesitation in saying that 
David Allen did the whole of this work on

n the matter of the estate of the Rev.

Waterford, deceased, between the Rev. Wil- 
liam Burke, C.C., of Stradbally, Co. Water-

SWEDISH FORESTS. 

Hambros Bank market report contains the 
following from Sweden :—‘' The work of ap- 
proximately estimating the contents of 
Swedish forests has now proceeded so far that 
the official. committee in charge of the work 
chas been able to report on the forests .of 
Norrland, which forms 60 per cent. of 
Sweden's total land area and is the chief 
source of Swedish timber exports. According 
to the report, 554 per cent. of Norrland is 
covered with forests. These forests contain 
780,000,000 cubic metres of timber, not in- 
cluding bark, out of which 300,000,000 metres 
are whitewood and 340,000,000 redwood. The 
number of trees with a diameter of at least 
10 centimetres at a height of 130 centimetres 
above the ground is approximately 
5,800,000,000. The richest timber district is 
Givleborgs lan, in Southern Norrland, The 
result of the calculations is a source of satis- 
faction, as the figures now given exceed the 
estimates made in 1923 by a. distinguished 
timber expert. by no less than 47 per cent. 
From an economic point of view, Néit 
the situation is not so much more favourable 
as these figures seem to indicate, part of the 
increase being accounted for by birch, which 
was not included in previous estimates, and 
small whitewood, The following fact is of 
greater economic importance: in the new 
report the annual growth is estimated at 
21,700,000 cubic metres, compared with only 
11,000,000 in previous calculations, out of 
which 13,200, are in whitewood and red- 
wood, with a diameter of at least 10 centi- 
metres at a height of 120 centimetres above 
the ground. Calculations had previously been 
terminated for the provinces of Dalecarlia, 
Virmland, Smaland, and Oland. If these 
figures are added to those of Norrland, which 
with the above provinces contains 78 per 
cent. of Sweden's forest-clad area, a total 
timber capital results of 1,308,0C0.000 cubic 
metres, including bark (in Norrland, for 
instance, the bark forms about one-sixth of 
the whole volume of the tree), or approxi- 
mately 1,090,000,000 cubic metres, not includ- 
ing bark,’ 


A £40,000 DEAL. 

The common secretary of the Ex-Lands 
Nigeria and the Anglo-Nigerian Tin Mines 
companies advises separately the shareholders 
of the two concerns that, acting on the 
advice of independent experts, the former 
company has purchased from the latter for 
the sum of £40,000 in cash the adjoining 
Yelwa area.

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ANOTHER NEW CINEMA

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REPORTED NEGOTIATIONS.

NEW BUILDINGS FOR SACKVILLE

The sites of 14-15 Upper Sackville street, 
Dublin, which are Government property, have 
been withdrawn from sale, a will now be 
used by the Government for building depart- 
mental offices. A short time ago the Com- 
missioners of Public Works set £10,000 aside 
in their estimates for the coming year for 
building purposes on these sites, which have 
been up for sale for the last couple of years 
without success. 

It was then decided to utilise the sites for 
building modern offices to be taken over by 
one of the Ministries on completion. The 
building will be on the lines set out by the 
City Architect’s scheme for the re-building 
of Sackville street, subject. to modifications. 
Sketch plans for the new building are at the 
moment being drawn up in the City 
Architect's office. It is not expected that 
work of re-building will start before six 
months, and it will take a year to complete 
the houses.

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AUSTRALIANS’ FAITH IN

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LESSON FOR IRISHMEN. 


Speaking at yesterday’s reunion of the 
Dublin Rotary Club, at Clerys Restaurant. 
Major Bryan Cooper, T.D.,

He hoped that 
there would come to this country many 
Australians, if only for the great advantage 
of their learning from them that, love of 
country without faith, is not nationality.

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THE TRAINING OF CHEFS. 
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AGRICULTURE AND INDUSTRY. 
The first witnesses examined were two chefs, 
Mr. Weiss (Shelbourne Hotel) ‘and = Mr. | 

Opperman (Jury’s Hotel). 

Mr. Opperman said that it would be pos- 
sible to conduct a school for training for 
hotel work in Dublin, but it should be only 
a part-time school, and & person should serve 
his apprenticeship. 

Answering - further questions, Mr. Weiss 
said that the Education Board in Switzer- 
land gave certificates of qualification. He 
described the various stages througa whi b 
apprentices had to pas: before hecoimag 
qualified cheis. 

Mr. Weiss referred to the social ‘standing 
of chefs in this country and in England. 
‘‘Here,”’ he said, ' or in England a chef 
getting £10 a week would not, be regarded 
as in the same cless as a clerk who earns 
only about £3 a week. I have heard people 
say here, ‘Oh, he is only a cook’; but in 
Switzerland it is quite different. In England 
there ave many men who earn, £1,000.a year 
as chefs, and they are riot much thought of: 
they were not regarded as ‘of much social 
stancing.’”’ 

Mr. Weiss added that it would be well 
if boys being -trained as chefs were sent to 
other countnes for six or twelve. months to 
see how cooking was.donerin these places. 

Giving -evidence in- connection with the 
agen as aspect. of technical. education, 

r. Belton said that it would be recognised 
by the Commission that agriculture and in- 
dustry were the complements of each other 
in the nation’s economy, and technical educa- 
tion must be that education or instruction 
which equipped the rising generations to 
work agriculture and industry on modern 
methods and standards. . A good working 
knowledge of the following was necessary :— 
Soils, drainage,, manures, manuring, liming 
of land, seeds, weeds, live stock, poultry and 
marketing. 

THE MERCANTILE MARINE. 

Mr. R. W. Sinnott, General Manager, City 
of Cork. Steam Packet Company, gave evi- 
dence in connection with training for the 
mercantile marine. A typical,example of the 
school for cadets, he said, was that of the 
school ship, H.M.S8. Conway, in the Mersey. 
A second example of nautical training for 
marine cadets was that of the Royal Tech- 
nical College, Glasgow (School of Naviga- 
tion). | 

A good example of the type of school for 
seamen and firemen was that of the Lanca- 
shire and National Sea-Training Homes’ for 
Boys. 

From a study of the work of these schools, 
combined with his own experience, he sub- 
mitted suggestions for the formation of a 
school for the Irish Free State as tollows :— 

A boy to be admitted should be between 
134 and 154 years of age, possessing the usual 
standard of primary edication of that age; 
should express a desire for a sea life; should 
of course be physically: fit, as tested by 
medical examination; should pass the Board 
of Trade sight test,.have clear colour per- 
ception, and be up to a@ certain standard of 
height and chest measurement.’ The usual 
period of training: was about eighteen. months, 
but the school should keep in ‘touch with the 
boy for at least a few years after he had 
entered the service. The ‘courses included 
mathematics, geography, English and history, 
manual trainitig, elementary engineering, 
signalling and wireless, navigation and boat- 
sailing, seamanship, physical training, includ- 
ing swimming and out-door sports; music 
(optional). Instruction to be full-day and con- 
tinuous throughout the year, with usual 
holidays.’ Cjothing and maintenance should 
be provided’ by the school.. The Government 
should give a grant of £10 per annum for 
every student who completed a full year's 
training The Admiralty to give about £5 
per head for every lad recruited into the 
Royal Navy from here. Fees to be £52 10s. 
per annum, as approved by the Ministry 
of Health. é 

THE CADET COURSE 

Mr. Sinnott then referred to a number of 
other traininz ‘ships and schools in England, 
and said that he noted that the Dublin school 
made provision for the cadet course should 
applicants present themselves. 

A school for boys—seamen. and firemen—for 
the Irish Free State was well worth consider- 
ing, to which boys would be sent and paid 
for by the various organisations, ‘public bodies 
and privafe individuals. The State, in addi- 
tion to a general grant for the upkeep, might 
give a number of free places. It would be 
a type of industrial school. 

The best type of school for boys would be 
a suitable vessel, such as those to which he 
Yad referred. In his opinion Queenstown 
Earbour would be an ideal place for a train- 
ing ship. The property available at Haulbow- 
line might be very suitable for a training 
school similar to the Lancashire and National 
Sea-Training Homes for Boys. ' 

According to the prospectus at the Irish 
Nautical College and raining School, Dublin, 
provision was already made for apprentices 
and junior officers. He did not know how far 
the school was supplied with up-to-date 
apparatus, but they had. atleast the nucleus 
of a good school there. 

THE FISHING INDUSTRY. 

Owing to thé likely .development of the 
Irish Free State fishing’ industry, special 
classes were acquired for fishermen. Such 
courses, he said, would be run as part of the 
technical instruction scheme, He could not 
say to what extent it would require the train- 
ing of special teachers. 

At the conclusion of Mr, Sinnott's evidence 
the Commission adjourned.

THE GENERAL ELECTION. 

We are on the eve of a general election, 
he said, and there is no time to be lost in 
getting our machinery ready. There are a 
good many parties already in the field—too 
many for this small country. . The principal 
party, Cumann na nGaedheal, are asking the 
people to give the Government another lease 
of power. The test of a Government is by 
results, and after five years in office the 
present Government: have: not succeeded in 
bringing peace, contentment or prosperity to 
the country. It is over ten years ago since 
the first shot was fired, and prosperity was 
promised, but it did not reach our shores. 
At the end of ten years the country is poor 
and wretched, much poorer than she was he- 
fore we got a Government of our own, 

A change of Government, he added, was 
absolutely necessary, and there are Irishmen, 
trne-hearted and earnest, ‘still ready to stake 
all that is dear to them to obtain the com- 
plete independence of this country by force. 
But he had discussed the subject with the 
leaders, and he knew that the most deter- 
mined of them would be ready to suspend 
or give up these thoughts if the path was 
made easy for them to enter the Dail. The 
present Government would never do this, and 
for that reason the sword of Damocles would 
remain over the heads of the people while 
the present Government remained ih office, 
and there would be grave danger of another 
exnlosion, 

The rieht thing to do, he said, is to elect, 
as a go-between party, a Farmers’ Govern- 
ment, who will win haek to constitutional 
action the energies and the virtues and the 
heroism of the men wasted and wrecked in a 
wild attempt at insurrection.

CORK BROADCASTING 
STATION. 


THE MOST MODERN PLANT 
INSTALLED. 

The new Radio Broadcastin 
Cork -for the Department of Posts and 
Telegraphs, constricted by the Standard 
Telephones and Cables, Lid., London, has 
almost completed its. tests, having gone 
“on the air” for the first time on St. 
Patrick's night. 

The station is located at Sunday's Well, 
and o@tupies the site of the old prisou—- rn 
excellent example of a change for the 
better. 

Two 120 feet masts. support the seval, 
which has been erected by the Department 
vf Posts and Telegraphs, and, owing to 
the location, their erection proved to be an 
undertaking of no small magnitude. The 
aerial proper consists of four wires each 
156 feet long, while a huge earth mat, com- 
poser of a net-work of copper wires, has 
een buried in the ground eovering an area 
of approximately 20,000 square feet. 

The station is rated at 1.5 k.w according 
to the Geneva rating. This means that 
1.5 k.w. is given to the osci:ators, which 
in turn delivers 1 k.w. of unmodulsted 
power to the aerial system, so that with 
100 per cent. modulation a ‘‘ peak ’’ power 
of 4 k.w. cam be handled without distor- 
tion. « 

The Cork Station comprises the most 
modern plant, which, together with its 
associated speech input equipmant, which 
is of special design, affords the highest 
quality reproduction of speech and music 
which is so essential for a modern broad- 
casting station.

Standard Telephones and Cables, Ltd., 
with its’ associated companies; has con- 
structed some _ thirty-eight Broadcastin 
Stations of a similar size, but the Cor 
Station is expected to outclass all its pre- 
decessors by virtue of the fact that the 
latest knowledge in the radio art has been 
embodied in its construction and design. © 

Owing te the» method of operation em: 
ployed, the frequency of the carrier wave 
is maintained ‘constant with .01 per cent. 
The .transmitter is arranged in two units 
which line up to form a compact assembly. 

Push button starting and stopping is in- 
corporated, and protective devices and 
alarms render the equipment entirely free 
from danger and fool-proof, and provide for 
the automatic shutting down of the station 
in the event of a serious fault. 

The power required to operate the com. 
plete station is about k.w., and is 
obtained from the local supply. The power 
plant at the station consists of suitable 
motor generators, which are duplicated, and 
proniuen will be made for driving power 
ocally in the event of failure of the main 
supply. 

t is hoped that this station will 
adequately cover the South and West of the 
Free State, localities in which up to the 
present time crystal users: have not had 
reasonable facilities for broadcast reception.

ALLEGED OVERCHARGING. 

Mr. Beattie (Labour) moved an amendment 
to the Address, regretting that the Speech 
contained no mention of the intention of the 
Government to amend the Rent and Mortgage 
Restriction Act, so that adequate protection 
tray be afforded to tenants in Northern Jre- 
and. 

He asserted that certain tenants whom the 
Act was designed to protect had not been 
protected. There were 352,000 houses in Bel- 
fast with valuations ranging from £8 to £20. 
He urged the Government to set up a com- 
mittee to investigate the anomaties that 
existed under the Act. He suggested the 
establishment of a Fair Rents Court, to decide 
on the over-charging which, he believed, was 
prevalent in the city. 

* A speaker at a recent meeting accused 
the Government of thinking that they could 
rule the world,’’ added Mr. Beattie. '' 1 want 
to say that, so far as the Rent Kestrictions 
Act is concerned, they cannot rule the six 
counties The people are having to pay for 
sunshine, because the -valuatiou of houses on 
the side of the street on which the sun shines 
most’ are higher than those onthe other side. ' 

There were 87,000 dwelling-houses in Bel- 
fast, but he clarmed that that was not 
enough, and he accused the Government of 
not grappling with the problem. The people 
were being compelled to jive under lesser ac- 
commodation, In East Belfast the mumber 
living 13 one room had increased, by seven 
hundred per cent. Houses were being built 
under the various Acts with a view to sale, 
instead of tor. rent, and until houses were 
built tor occupation at an economic rent they 
would never settle tne problem. ioe 

‘We are getting into the position,” he 
declared, ''wuere our people uave to herd 
together like the natives in African kraals, 
und the result of that congestion wilt be very 
serious fox the six cuunties and Belfast.’ 

MINISTER'S REPLY. 

The Minister for Home Affairs said that he 
might point out that in a number of cases 
houses of £8 valuation could not be let at a 
higher rent when they became vacant. lt 
had been suggested that a house of that de- 
scription whica had been let at four shillings 
a week rent was let for fifteen shilings to 
another tenant when it became vacant, on 
the ground that it contained an iron bedstead, 
without ‘a mattress, and two chairs. That 
letting, he submitted, was entirely illegal. 

The Act provided a heavy penalty for a 
person who claimed possession of a house on 
the ground that he wanted it for his own or 
a relative’s occupation, and let it to some 
other person ‘or sold it. 

No Government had acted more generously 
in providing houses for the working classes. 
In the rural districts when a house cost £3500 
the Government provided nearly £200, and 
in the towns they provided £80 for every 
house built. The local authorities provided 
a further £40.: As a result of these opera- 
tions five thousand houses were built, and 
building was proceeding at the rate of 150 per 
month. He predicted that in 1930 there 
would be a sufficiency of houses to enable all 
would-be tenants to obtain dwellings. This 
could only be done by giving confidence to 
people to put their money into building. . 

ith regard to the setting up of Fair 
Rent Courts, he pointed out that the rents of 
small houses were fixed under the existing 
Act, which had done more to protect tenants 
than the 1920, Act. 
AN INSTANCE, 

Mr. S. Kyle (Labour) said the* Act un- 
doubtedly caused hardship, and he could give 
many instances of unwarrantable increases in 
rents of houses which became vacant and 
were consequently decontrolled. In one case 
which he cited a house had been built for 
£185. The former rent was £20 a year. 
When the house became vacant and decon- 
trolled a rent of £52 a year was charged.

With regard to the Minister's statement 
that the Government had done more than 
any other Government to solve the housing 
problem, Mr. Kyle pointed out that the grants 
in the Free State were larger than in Northern 
Ireland and that there was a bigger remis- 
sion of rates. 

In Belfast, owing to the housing scandal, 
the Corporation, while realising the necessitv 
for houses, were not prepared to go on with 
building schemes. He urged that the Govern- 
ment bagi start a scheme whereby houses 
would be built under Government control. 
They did not, want houses built for sale, but 
for rent. 

Mr. William Grant ‘(Labour Unionist) 
pointed out that when the Act was going 
through the House he suggested an amend- 
ment to the effect that control should be 
continued until there were sufficient houses 
for the people. He thought that the Govern- 
ment should give some indication that it 
intended to do something in regard to rent 
restriction, . 

There was a great improvement in trade 
in Northern Ireland, and they were all de- 
lighted to see it. Everyone was asked to 
maintain friendly relations between employer 
and employé, but they could not pay higher 
rents without higher gy and this might 
lead to orders being driven away from 
Northern Ireland. Something should be done 
to prevent profiteering in rents. 

PREMIER ON THE PROBLEM. 

The Prime Minister said that there was 
still a shortage of houses of a type for which 
the working man could afford to pay, It 
must be kept in mind that the controlling 
tents .were brought in as a war measure, 
and it was not unnatural that. the people 
should look to get rid of wartime restrictions 
and. get back to the old system of supply 
and demand. In the days before the war 
Belfast was looked upon as one of the cities 
in the United Kingdom where good houses 
were provided for the working classes at 
reasonable rents. That was accomplished 
without any control or pressure by any 
Government.

AGRICULTURAL RESEARCH. 

The Minister for Agriculture (Mr, E. M, 
Archdale) proposed the second reading of the 
Agricultural Research Station Bill. He 
stated that research work originally was con: 
fined to crop production, and. one result was 
to increase the yield of potatoes by 2.1 tons 
per statute acre. Since the inauguration of 
the Northern Ministry they had been en- 
deavouring to give research a new direction, 
áitiúla in regard to animal nutrition. 

He pointed out that the research problem 
in Northern lreland was different. from that 
in Great Britain, as the holdings were smaller. 
There were 104,410 holdings in Northern Ire- 
land, many of them of small dimensions. It 
was proposed to establish an agricultural re- 
search and experimental station at Hills- 
borough. The main object of the station was 
to provide facilities for experiments and re- 
search in nutrition in all classes .of farm 
stock. It was, for instance, intended to 
pe with the development of '“ baby 

eef,” in which they were in advance of 
other parts of Great Britain. 

There were many problems of nutrition in 
regard to dairy cows. They also proposed to 
have at Hillsborough the production of Grade 
A tuberculin tested milk, 

Northern Ireland had always held a pro- 
minent place in the English bacon market, 
and that could only be he'd by improving the 
bacon. They wanted to have accurate know- 
ledge as to the moat suitable feeding stuffs 
for pigs. They also intended to carry out 
research in regard to the feeding of hens. 

Although the main object of the station 
was to develop the animal side, it was in- 
tended to utilise the land for experiments in 
cultivation, and it. was proposed to keep a 
detailed and accurate system of costs. There 
were 905 acres at the station, and it was in- 
tended to devote 420 acres to forestry and 
485 to agricultural research, 

THE TRUSTEES, 

It would not in any sense be a Government 
institution; it would be managed and con- 
trolled by nine trustees, consisting of repre- 
sentatives of the Department, the Agricul- 
tural Faculty of the Eire University, the 
Farmers’ Union and the Ulster A.0.8. The 
Government proposed to provide a capital 
sum of £30,000 or new buildings ‘and the re- 
conditioning of buildings. The annual cost 
would be. £3,000. 

Mr. O'Neill (Nationalist) said that suffi- 
cient money had already been spent by the 
Ministry on research, and he thought that he 
would be endorsed by the great majority of 
the farming community if he said that the 
money had not been properly spent. Already 
something like £40,000 had been spent, and 
there was no necessity for the additional 
sum. He was not. opposed to research, but 
he was opposed to research by the present 
Ministry, as they had not carried out their 
duties to the satisfaction of the general 
public. 

Agriculture was never in a worse position 
than at present. Although the Ministry had 
been in. existence for six years he did riot 
think that anyone could point to a single 
instance where it had been of advantage to 
ne, isrtaact.

The Fall of Shanghai. 


Although the entry of: Cantonese 
troops into.Shanghai had been expected 
for the last few days, their actual 
arrival has caused dismay among the 
foreign residents. It is true that the 


i 


| invading force at the moment is confinéd 


to “ plain clothes” soldiers—the rag, tag 
and bob-tail of Chiang Kai-shek’s camp- 
following—but the main .body is, but a few 
miles distant from Shanghai,: and its 
occupation of the city can be only a 
matter of hours. The victories of 
ithe Cantonese have been gained without 
serious loss of blood, mainly through 
the bribery. and corruption for which 
Chinese militarists are notorious, Within 
the past week the Governors of the 
Province of Anhwei and the town of 
Hanchow, with the Admiral of: the 
Northern navy, have transferred their 
allegiance to the Kuomintang, and, now 


| that Shanghai has fallen, the greater part 


of the Northern army is expected to follow 
their example. The Cantonese can claim 
now to control all China south of the 
Yangtse River with the exception of the 
great city of Nanking, which is the head- 
quarters of the Shantung troops. Their 
capture of Changchow, however, has cut 
the railway line between Nanking and 
Shanghai, with the result that, to all 
intents and purposes, their. military 
objective has been secured. The next few 
days are likely to reveal their further 
plans.

The tramways, 
electric light services, and the big cotton 
mills have been forced to cease operations, 
and conditions in the international settle- 
ment are most unconifortable. For- 
tunately, the British Defence Force is on 
the spot,. and is being reinforced by the 
Devonshire Regiment from Hong Kong. 
There are 9,300 British civilians in 
Shanghai, while British property is valued 
at some £65,000,000. Other foreign nations 
have large interests in the city, and during 
the last twenty-four hours American, 
Japanese, Italian, Dutch and Spanish 
marines have been landed to protect them. 
France has made her own &rrangements 
to guard her concession ; but her represen- 
tatives are working in intimate co-opera- 
tion with Major-General Duncan. Already 
there has been some trouble. Chinese 
troops—from the Northern armies—broke 
through the barricades which enclose the 
foreign settlements, and set about their 
favourite pastime of looting. .The police 
made several baton charges without 
success; one Punjabi was killed and two 
others were wounded, and finally the 
British authorities were compelled to send 
armoured cars into’action. One British 
officer and three. men of the Royal Tank 
Corps were wounded. in this, conflict, but 
the invading mob was expelled. A state 
of emergency has been proclaimed in 
Shanghai. In the native city terrible 
seenes of murder and pillage are being 
witnessed, and the police are powerless. 
The foreign’ population is free from 


i danger, thanks to the foresight of the 


British Government ; but anxious days lie 
ahead, 

Clearly, matters cannot be allowed to 
remain in their present state. Little 
‘has been heard recently of the negotia- 
tions between the British Government 
and the leaders of the Kuomintang, Mr.

Too Few Cooks. | 

A just and important.criticism of Irish 
civilisation was made yesterday in Dublin. 
Giving evidence before the Technical 
Education Commission, Mr. Weiss, a chef, 
complained of the low esteem in which our 
country holds his art. The skilful chef 
has served an arduous. apprenticeship ; he 
shares many secrets with the inventor, the 
chemist and the poet; yet people who, 
perhaps, do not earn a third part of his 
salary ate heard to say, “Oh, he is only a 
cook!” In this disregard of a high and 
delicate calling we have less excuse than 
Englishmen, who are heavy eaters. 
Irishmen, as a rule, are small eaters, and 
the stomach of lighter employment ought 
to have the daintier sensé. In-fact, where 
matters of eating and drinking are con- 
cerned, we are probably the most careless 
and thost ignorant nation of Europe. The 
average Irishman’s dinner is a thing 
designed merely to ‘remove his hunger. 
He drinks, if he is a temperate man, 
merely to relieve his thirst, and, if he is 
not temperate, merely in order that he 
may. achieve quickly @ state of ‘mental 
exhilaration. The calm sense of physical 
and esthetic well-being which is the 
result of good food, well cooked and 
properly served, is unknown to most Irish- 
men. They are strangers to a pleasure of 
life which not only is entirely innocent, 
but would be denied by a _ well-ordered 
society. to none save the.miserahly poor. 
On the Continent of Europe nearly every 
housewife is a good cook, who can work 
miracles with a scrap of beef or veal and 
a handful-of herbs. Thé patron of a way- 
side inn of Picardy or Provence can pro- 
duce for a few francs, at ten minutes’ 
notice, a luncheon that would: tempt the 
dying epicure.te eat. His only: natural 
advantage consists in the accompanying 
bottle of wine that has “‘ suckéd the: fire 
of some forgotten. sun,” but against this 
any Irish host could set the vastly 
superior quality of our Irish beef, mutton 
and potatoes; and intelligent action by 
the Free State Government easily could 
popularise the drinking of light wines. 


Here we live, dietetically, in a vicious. 


circle. The demand for good cooking is 
failing for lack of supply; supply will 
cease altogether when demand has been 
extinguished. by that same process of 
nature which has robbed the horse of: his 
unused toes. Our negléct is punished in a 
hundred ways. It makes us slovenly; for 
the true cult of the table is propped by all 
simple niceties of taste—if not in orchids 
and damask, at least in spot] cotton 
and in hedge-row flowers. Ill-cooked food 
on a dirty table drives to the public- 
houses men whom a fragrant meal, well 
cooked in the barest of tidy living-rooms, 
would keep at home, The poverty-stricken 
tradition of Irish cookery has played havoc 
with the reputation of our hotels, where, 
in ninety cases out of a hundred, ‘‘ Give 
him chops !’’—-the inn-keeper’s slogan in 
“General John MRegan’’—greets the 
tourist’s shrinking ear. An all-round im- 
provement in the nation’s standard of 
house-kesping, producing better food and 
a proper respect for it; would be a cheaper 
reform, and infinitely more profitable, 
than many that to-day are engaging the 
zeal of the Free State Government. . Some 
day, perhaps, a Government will be 
inspired with the brilliant thought to teach 
plain: cooking and the elements of house- 
craft to all girls in national schools. In 


that, if Ministers really are anxious to 
redeem the Gaeltacht, they ought to con- 
sult Messrs, Opperman and Weiss?

Some of the 
most successful American poultry-breeding 
establishments draw big supplies of 
skimmed milk from neighbouring 
creameries. In Ireland the feeding of 
milk to poultry sounds an extravagant 
counsel of perfection. Too often the 
wastage of the farmhouse kitchen is re- 
garded as an amply varied and sustaining 
diet for birds which, given but a little 
more care and a small margin of expendi- 
ture, would become highly profitable.

BEAUTIFUL ARTICLES SOLD. 

Keen bidding for the furniture at Lord 
Terrington’s former beautiful home at Spin- 
field, near Marlow, yesterday, was a tribute 
to the taste of the collector. For six hours 
the red brick ivy-covered mansion overlook- 
ing the Thames Valley was the scene of com- 
petition for the contents, which “included 
many ornamental: specimens of the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth century English and 
foreign ‘furniture. 

A London dealer estimated that at least 
£6,000 would be realised by the three days’ 
sale. The sale is taking place by order of 
the trustees, the estate of 53 acres having 
been disposed of. Lord Terrington’s ‘motor 
boat, White Knight, was knocked down to 
a Marlow resident for 300 guineas. 

The Charles II. ‘‘love-seat for two” was 
one of the most eagerly sought objects among 
the drawingroom furniture, and fetched 30 
guineas. A _ seventeenth century Spanish 
cabinet of chestnut wood, with gold orna- 
ments, and painted with a group of figures, 
fetched 27 cuineas. A late seventeenth cen- 
tury oak chest was knocked down for 21 
guineas, and a Queen Anne cupboard for 19 
guineas.

With the occupation of Shanghai, 
China’s greatest port, through which 
passes nearly half the country’s foreign 
trade, the Southern (Nationalist) forces 
have achieved one of their main ambitions. 
First establishing their power in Canton, 
where for some time prior to. his death 
Sun Yat Sen, their leader, was installed 
as “ President,’’ the Kuomintang (Re- 
publican: Revolutionary Party) have, with 
the advice and assistance of Soviet Russia 
and Soviet agents, gradually extended 
their sway northward, until virtually the 
whole country south of the Yangtse, nomi- 
nally at any rate, acknowledges their 
dominion.

Nationalist troops, following the occupa- 
tion of the town of Minghong, on the 
Whangpoo River, about fifteen miles 
south-east of Shanghai, yesterday after- 
noon, marched across the country 
and occupied the railway junction 
about ten miles from the . French 
Concession on the south, and shortly «fter- 
wards occupied Lungha Arsenal, about five 
miles from the border of the French Con-

TROOPS IN PLAIN CLOTHES. 

The organised Cantonese vanguard 
numbers between three and five thousand 
troops, but it is estimated that the 
Cantonese have more than a thousand 
plain clothes men armed inside the city. 

The Northern troops, numbering ap 
proximately 8,000, retreated from Lungha 
(rsenal to the railway station on the 
north side of the city, and, according $o 
reports to-night, all but 3,000 have 
escaped in civilian clothes. Three 
thousand are still defending a small 
section about the railway station, but it is 
expected they will be rounded up and 
disarmed before the morning. 


WHITE RUSSIAN ARMY. 

White Russian mercenaries attached to 
the Northern forces all got away except 
about a hundred, who seized the armoured . 
train, and for a time added to the-excite- 
ment by travelling back and forth along 
the railway encircling the station and 
firing into the countryside. 

To-night, however, all deserted, threw 
away their arms and entered the 


Northern commander, deserted his troops 
this afternoon, and slipped into the Inter- 
national Settlement, and is “now quietly 
sleeping in a room: of Astor House Hotel 
under an assumed name. 


UNDER TWO FLAGS. 


Apparently in accordance with pre- 
arranged signal, at noon to-day Shanghai s 
Chinese population of more than a million 
became Nationalist adherents and put up 
Nationalist and Sun. Yat Sen flags. 
Within an hour Shanghai became a blaze 
of red and blue flags. 

Most of the merchants took no chances, 
and put up both Nationalist and Sun 
Yat Sen flags, the Nationalist flag being 
solid red with a white sun in the corner, 
and the Sun Yat Sen flag being solid blue 
with a white sun in the centre. 

The first flags were unfurled from the 
offices of the Commercial Press, a large 
Chinese publishing house located near the 
American Club. Within a few. minutes 
all the streets in the city were bedecked 
with new flags displaying the old Chinese 
five-barred flag. | as 

Thousands of students added to the 
gaiety and disorder by organising parades, 
carrying flags and yelling the Sun Yat Sen 
Nationalist slogans. Poster brigades were 
also out plastering the native areas with 
caricatures, mostly showing Chinese being 
kicked by foreign imperialists, or similar 
ideas. 

Early this morning when the local 
authorities had obtained definite informa- 
tion that the Cantonese were nearing the 
city the Shanghai Municipal Council 
issued a proclamation declaring a state of 
emergency. It contained the following 
warnings :— 


1.—Loitering is prohibited in public 
places. : 


2.—AN- assemblies, processions and 
demonstrations are prohipited in public, 
and. the public are warned against public 
publications, distribu- 
literature, banners and flags, 
calculated to foment trouble, are banned. 
4.—Residents are advised to remain in- 
doors after dark. 
5.—The Council will use all. means 
within their disposal. to suppress all forms 
violence.

In response to a call from the police, a 
British armoured car was sent up. This 
was subjected to continuous fire from 
machine guns, and one officer and three 
men were wounded. 

Lieutenant Newman, Lance-Corporai 
Einstie and Privates Hermen and Pashley 
(all of the 5th Armoured Car Company, 
Tank Corps) were wounded in the fight- 
ing. * 

Further details show that when the 
Chinese soldiers broke through the barrier 
and started looting two armoured cars 
were sent out, which were fired on con- 
tinuously with machine guns. 

Four occupants of the first car were 
wounded, though not seriously. 

The second car towed the car containing 
the wounded away under a heavy fire, 
which the British returned. 


PUNJABIS FIRED ON.

TWO EILLED AND FIVE 
WOUNDED. 


SHANGHAI, Monday, 5.10 p.m. 

Details of the incident in which three 
Punjabis were shot show that a detach- 
ment of Punjabis was proceeding in trucks 
along a municipal road in the Northern 
just outside the settlement 
boundary, when a number of shots were 
fired at them from an alleyway through 
barbed wire. 

It is believed that the assailants of the 
Punjabis belonged to the Nationalist 
guerilla bands. One of the wounded 
Punjabis died almost immediately. The 


| other two were not seriously injured. The 


district in question is mainly populated by 
Cantonese, and, owing to the crowded state 
of the quarter, no attempt was made to 
arrest the assailants.

Sniping by gunmen resulted in further 
casualties among the Punjabis on the 
Northern borders of the settlement this 
evening, one more being killed and three 
wounded.

SEARCHLIGHTS ON THE 
CITY. 
RRS uh 
FIRES IN THE NATIVE 
QUARTER.

SHANGHAI, Monday. 

To-night the city of Shanghai is wrapped 
in semi-darkness owing to a sudden strike 
by the workers at the Electricity Depart- 
ment. Their places were immediately 
taken by Eurasian artisans, who had been 
kept in readiness for such an emergency. 

Every effort is being made to maintain 
the electric supply in the city. The search- 
lights of an armada of warships are 
sweeping over the International Settle- 
meht, while from the Chinese city the 
sound of revelry, accentuated by orgies of 
shooting and confusion in celebration of 
the Cantonese victory, comes like the roar 
of distant thunder. 

It has been deemed necessary by the 
authorities to erect a strong barricade be- 
tween the French Concession and the In- 
ternational Settlement in order that a 
complete liaison may be established 
between the defence force and the French. 

POLICE ATTACKED. | 

The police came into conflict with 
strikers at one of the largest Chinese de- 
partment stores in the International 
Settlement his afternoon, when the 
former, responding to the manager’s call 
for assistance, were hailed by the 
employés with a shower of flower-pots, 
buckets, bottles, and other missiles, The 
strikers were holding a meeting in one of 
the rooms at the stores, for the. organisa- 
tion of the strike. 

The police forced an entry and ejected 
them, after which motnted Sikhs dis- 
persed the huge crowd that had gathered 
in the vicinity, and order was gradually 
restored, though at one time the situation 
looked extremely threatening. 

One foreign constable and one special 
constable was injured, though not 
seriously. 

FIRING ON THE SETTLEMENT. 

There has been a certain amount of 
indiscriminate firing in the International 
Settlement itself. A Portuguese volun- 
teer, who was motoring to the Bund to 
join his company, was twice daringly 
fired on by a Nationalist gunman, one 
bullet smashing his windscreen into frag- 
ments, while the other lodged in the wood- 
work behind his shoulder. 

The British Cigarette Company’s factory 
at Pootung, on the other side of the river, 
was entered by armed intimidators, who 
forced the employés to leave at the point 
of the revolver. Naval men have been 
landed to protect the factory. 

The authorities of the International 
Settlement.are not yet in touch with the 
Shanghai Nationalists. Attempts to get 
into touch with them have so far been un- 
successful, resulting merely in the dis- 
appearance. of two Chinese intelligence 


agents. 


In the native city Shantung troops and 
gunmen are engaging in street fighting, 
and bullets are flying in all directions.

~ OF WIRELESS SETS.

HE case made by our Special Corre- 

spondent for the abolition of the 334 

per cent. import duty on wireless sets 

and their component parts met with wide- 
spread approval in Dublin yesterday. 

Traders and ‘‘listeners-in’’ are at one 
in the view that the tax has injured 
broadcasting in the Free State, and there 
is unanimity as to the necessity for its 
abolition. 

The duty was imposed in the Budget of 
last year. In the previous January im- 
ports of wireless apparatus totalled 
£22,000. Last January, when the duty 
had been nine months in operation, the 
imports had fallen to £3,387. It will be 
seen that revenue receipts from this source 
have fallen heavily; consequently fewer 
licences are being taken out and there is 
less money available for programmes. 

One trader, in anticipation of the 
abolition of the duty, announces that he 
will receive orders for the delivery of 


valve sets free of import duty. 
The following opinions were expressed 


yesterday :— 
SOME OPINIONS. 

Proresson W. E. Turirt, 
President of the Wireless 
Ireland :— Gá 

“I believe you are on the right line. It 
seems to me that’ the most important thin 
is to get a regular revenue from an increas 
number of licences.. If the tax is removed, 
the more popular will wireless become. The 
Minister for Posts and Telegraphs would be 
well advised to urge the abolition of the im- 
port duty on. all wireless apparatus. It is 
not a protective tariff, and there is no 
reasonable pect whatever of building up 
such, an industry here.”

: “Take the Marconi Type 41 Receiver, fer 
example. This set custs fg guineas, plus the 
royalty of £2 10s. The purchaser of the set 
must pay import duty on the price of the 
set and the royalty as well, which very con- 
sidcrably increases the tctal cost. Is it any 
wonder that le decline to buy? 

‘If the tax is removed we shall not be 
able to make up the leeway we have lost, 
but the sales would automatically recover. 
It must be clear to the Government that this 
tax has done grievous harm to the trade and 
the whole scienca of wireless reception in the 
Free State. It certainly ought to be 
abolished.’’ 


NOTHING BUT RESTRICTIONS. 

Mr. Tuomas Hempenstart, Messrs. Dixon 
and Hempenstall, Suffolk street, Dublin :— 

““Of course, I favour the abolition of the 
334 per cent. import duty on wireless 
apparatus. . In fact, we have decided, in 
anticipation of its abolition in the next 
Budget, to take orders from to-day for the 
delivery of our valve receiving sets free of 
the import duty.” 

Mr. James P. Kirenen, Editor of the 
“Trish Radio Review ”’ :— 

“ Broadcasting can never make any head- 

way in the Free State so long as this tax 
remains. It is crippling the science and 
ractice of wireless at every turn. In fact, 
roadcasting has never been given a fair 
chance in this country. When great interest 
was being taken in it a couple of years 
ago we had no station, and then when we got 
the first of our own stations and interest 
began further to increase the import duty 
was imposed. 

“We have had nothing but restrictions 
of one kind or another during the last three 
years.

“The Wireless Society is a big body of 
amateurs interested in all aspects of the 
science and practice of wireless telegraphy 
and wireless broadcasting. We realise that 
untold harm is being done in the Free State 
ey this duty, and we have called upon the 

overnment to abolish it. In this matter 
we are standing together with the Joint 
Wireless Committee in its effort to secure 
the speedy removal of the tax. It is our 
hope that the Minister for Finance will see 
the reasonableness of our case, and allow 
“broadcasting ' in Ireland to stand on its feet 
without handicap. 


IMPORTS DOWN. 

Mr. W. J. Byrnz, Honorary Secretary 
of the Wireless - Retailers’ Association of 
Ireland :— 

“I entirely agree with the article in 
yesterday’s Irish Times. There is no doubt 
that there has been a tremendous falling off 
in the sale of receiving. sets, both crystal and 
valvé, since the imposition of the duty.

RAIDS FOR FLOWERS.

SUMMERLIKE WEATHER IN 
ENGLAND. 


London and the South of England 
enjoyed another day of glorious sunshine 
yesterday, and, though spring began 
officially at 3 o'clock, the weather was 
really summerlike. 

The temperature in London at 1 o'clock 
was 65 degrees, at which point it remained 
until 4 o’clock, when it went down to 64.

The Colwyn Committee has tightly eim- 
phasised. the paramount importancé of re- 
ducing the National Debt, in view of the 
unknown liabilities which the country may 
have to face in the future.

A dramatic story of Jove.and hate was 
revealed to-day when the wife of a well- 
known magazine editor, . whose . blood- 
stained corpse was found in his own bed 
early yesterday morning, confessed to the 
police that her husband had been 
murdered by her lover in order that she 
might be free to marry him. 

So as to avoid suspicion the murder had 
been planned. to look: as though it was 
the work of bandits, and the wife at first 
told a circumstantial: story of how two 
men had broken into the apartment late 
at night, knocked- her unconscious, and 
bound her with a ropes after which they 
had apparently killed ‘her husband: and 
ransacked the apartment, which was found 
to be in a state of wild disorder when the 
police arrived on the following morning. 

The murder was of an unusyally brutal 
nature. Not only was the body gashed 
with knife wounds, but there was a piece 
of brass wire twisted round the throat.

SURVEY WORK IN BARREN 
CANADIAN TERRITORY.

MINISTER APOLOGISES FOR

The statement made in the Skupshtina 
by M. Peritch, the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, coupled with the reports of sooth- 
ing assurances given in Rome, has done 
a good deal to relieve the. tension of the 
last few days. 

M. Peritch’s profession of the desire to 
live on good terms with Italy was received 
quietly, and when, during this morning s 
debate, one deputy attacked the Italian 
Legation here as “a nest of spies,’’ the 
sitting was immediately adjourned.

The Italian Government, it is main- 
tained, has given timely warning to the 
Powers of its uneasiness about the situa- 
tion in Yugoslavia and in Albania, and 
it is now the duty of the Government of 
Belgrade to convince Europe that it 
harbours no bellicose intentions and it 
gives no support to any revolutionary

GAIETY THEATRE. 

At the Gaiety Theatre, Dublin, this week 
we have a version of “The Belle of New 
York,” the last of the great stage entertain- 
ments of a generation ago which could be 
described as true musical comedy of the type 
that held the stage for many years, delighted 
millions of all sorts of audiences, and made 
the names and the photographs of actors and 
actresses known to the great bulk of the 
populations of the English-speaking countries. 

The company that opened at the Gaiety 
last night is not able to convince the present 
age of Dublin play-goers that “The Belle of 
New York” really deserved all the en- 
thusiasm that its mere name can still excite 
in their fathers and mothers. All the tuneful 
music was there, but it was not well sung, 
and what may be called the lilt of the piece 
was absent. The delightful waltzy atmosphere 
that pervaded past performances was not felt 
by the people on the stage and, of course, not 
conveyed to th@ audience. 

The best work in the show is done by 
Laurie Wensley, playing the silly Dutchman.

I instanced the two minor 
items, referred to in the passage quoted 
above, as comprising tax revenue and _ profits 
properly belonging to the Irish Free State, 
which he had failed so far to Secure for Ire- 
land. Mr, Blythe’s reply is that I am wrong 
about the first item—the seven shillings per 
£100 of the note issué—and he is so discreetly 
and determinedly. silent about the second 
item,—the profits derived from the security 
fund—that it stands unchallenged and, there- 
fore, admitted, Mr. Blythe, therefore, has 
failed to protect the Free State Exchequer 
to the tune of the annual profits derivable 
from several millions of money annually since 
the Treaty. If I was mistaken, as Mr. Blythe 
asserts, as to the first item, I can only—with- 
out entering into long explanations—attribute 
it to the obscurity involving all these trans- 
actions which results from the absence of a 
comprehensive international financial settle- 
ment duly presented to the public, of which 
I complained. 

Mr. Doyle regards the proposed legislation 
as to currency as the cure for the evil to 
which I referred. He appears to think that 
it is inconsistent for me to deprecate as 
inopportune the forcing of extensive and 
profoundly important currency changes in 
the last hectic and hurried weeks of an ex- 
piring Dail. I suggest to him that it is‘now 
clear that, carrency changes or no currency 
changes, the profits to which i alluded should 
have been secured by Mr. Blythe as part of 
the general settlement. I merely suggested, 
as my words as quoted by Mr. Doyle from 
the official rian oí the Dail debates 
clearly show, that it was merely legislation 
“during the lifetime of the present, Parlia- 
ment’’ that I objected to. I have never 
opposed legislation on the lines of the Bank- 
ing Commission Report, and I have refused 
to treat such legislation as a matter of party 
politics. 

I made the attitude of my friends and 
myself perfectly clear at Ennis on the dOth 
Jaruary last, when I said:—‘“‘ If our opinion 
had been asked, I can only say that I should 
have preferred to have postponed action on 
the Banking Commission Report at least until 
after the general election. 1 can see no 
cause for urgent haste. The country has so 
far scarcely begun. to emerge from the 
trough of the wave of adversity in which it 
has been lying: notoriously there is discon- 
tent and despondency. Even though delay 
might possibly mean the loss of some modest 
profits which the changes are designed to 
make for the State, nevertheless I cannot 
think the moment opportune for far-reachin 
changes which demand that there shall be full 
public confidence as a condition of their 
success—aye, and even of their saíety.” —

MARKETS FOR FISH. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—The Chairman of the Great Southern 
Railways Company, in proposing the adoption 
of the report at its recent annual meeting, 
dealt lucidly and with encouraging confidence 
with the prospects of that great national con- 
cern. He abandoned once, and let us hope 
for all time, the grievances of directors about 
high wages and short hours. When railway 
directors and other employers had the power 
to fix rates of wages and hours of work they 
did it so badly that the power was taken out 
of their hands, Their influence on wages and 
hours is now negligible. He directed the 
attention of his shareholders to the more en- 
couraging and, for the company, more re- 
munerative field of what he and his colleagues 
were doing to promote the economic distribu- 
tion of agricultural produce which would react 
on the welfare of the country. 

His proposed efforts in this direction are 
commendable ; his co-operation in the develop- 
ment of the tourist industry is worthy of 
praise. He was, however, strangely silent on 
what he may do to help the fishing industry— 
an industry which, as the /rish 7'imes says, 
‘ought to be the second greatest industry of 
the Free State.” The fishermen are relying 
on themselves to develop their industry. 
They look, and not in vain, to the Fisheries 
Department to protect the fishing grounds, to 
give instruction in the best fishing methods, 
to assist in the procuring of up-to-date fishing 
gear and to facilitate the landing of their 
catches. With the meagre funds at its dis- 
posal the Ministry of Fisher-es has done, 
and is doing, valuable work. The enterprise 
and initiative of the Minister and the energy 
of his staff have sown seeds the fruits of 
which should be evident in the near future. 

When our hardy fishermen land their 
catches at Baltimore or Valentia or Fenit or 
Quilty or Burtonport, what arrangements are 
made to distribute them throughout the 
country? A light railway van at Baltimore 
could take the fish quickly to Cork: from 
Valentia to Killarney; from Fenit to Tralee; 
from Quilty to Ennis, Limerick and Galway; 
from Burtonport to Letterkenny and Strabane. 
Thence the ordinary trains would take them 
to the various inland centres. I intended to 
raise this point at the railway meeting, but 
unfortunately was unable to attend. ‘This is 
pioneer work, and pioneers must lose some- 
thing; but a great carrying concern, like the 
Great Southern Railway, must inevitably 
benefit by anything that promotes the general 
welfare. 

The establishment of a fish market at Cork, 
to be followed up by others at Tralee and 
elsewhere, will do much to develop the taste 
for this valuable food. We have the anomaly 
of fish landed at Dún Laoghaire, sent to 
Dublin and then brought back to Dún 
Laoghaire to be sold—an uneconomic and in- 
sanitary proceeding. The promoters of the 
South Coast Borough have as one of their 
objects the establishment of a fish market at 
Dún Laoghaire, which would obviate this 
wasteful practice. I am credibly informed 
that fish landed at Fenit, and sent to Grimsby, 
has been sent back to Tralee. It does not 
require genius to correct this, but it requires 
what is, perhaps, as rare—common-sense.—

A SWORN INQUIRY. 
Mr. J. Stack, Local Government Depart- 
ment Inspector, held a sworn inquiry in 
Boyle. yesterday relative to the manner m 
which the Boyle Town Commissioners dis- 
charged their duties.

£800 DAMAGES FOR BOGUS 
SALE. 

Captain William Jaggard, who is prominent 
in the life of Stratiord-on-Avon, and an 
authority on Shakespeare, brought an action 
at Birmingham Assizes yesterday against 
Hunter Charies Rogers, alleging fraudulent 
misrepresentation in the sale of pretended 
Shakespeare relics. 

The plaintiff paid the defendant £800 for 
a collection of old manuscripts, etc., including 
several which were said to be im the hand- 
writing of Shakespeare, or to bear his signa- 
ture. The defendant did not enter an 
appearance. 

It was stated by counsel for the plaintiff 
that the defendant was formerly a gardener, 
but had in recent years gone up and down 
the country selling what purported to he 
Shakespearean manuscripts. he plaintiff 
when approached by the defendant went to 
the latter’s address at Langley, near Slough, 
and negotiated the purchase of a collection of 
ninety-one manuscripts, for which he paid 
the amount stated. Included in the purchase 
was a Bible of 1577. and several documents 
bearing what the defendant alleged was 
Shakespeare's signature, certified by experts. 
There was likewise a manuscript book, 
“ Apology of the Earl of Essex,” which was 
represented to be in the handwriting of 
Shakespeare. 

The plaintiff now said that these signa- 
tures were not genuine, and further that the 
majority of the papers included in the pur- 
chase had not been delivered. 
Mr. Welstood, secretary and librarian at 
the Shakespeare birthplace, Stratford, stated 
that the signatures bore no resemblance to 
those of Shakespeare which were known to 
exist, and further that when the documents 
had been shown him by the defendant he 
expressed a strong conviction that they were 
not genuine. 
Without hearing further evidence, Mr. 
Justice Rigby Swift said that he was satis- 
fied that the defendant knew perfectly weil 
that the signatures were not genuine, but he 
could not understand how the defendant had 
managed to impose upon a gentleman of the 
obvious intelligence and experience of Captain 
Jaggard. He gave judgment for the plaintiff
